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NEW LINCOLN SILVER DOLLAR Designed by Utahan A.I.P. Master De¬ 
signer Justin Kunz. 

Justin Kunz formerly of Sandy, Utah and a Graduate of Brigham Voung University’s 
design was selected from twelve finalists as the designer of the obverse side of the 
new Lincoln Silver Dollar. The image is symbolic of Lincoln’s strength and resolve. 
The image was inspired by Sculptor Daniel Chester French’s famous of the president 
that sits in the Lincoln Memorial in Washington D.C. Kunz also designed the 2008 
First Spouse Andrew Jachson Reverse. 

In 2001 just two years after receiving a Bachelor of Fine Arts in Illustration Kunz was 
invited to teach Life Drawing as an adjunct faculty member at Brigham Voung Uni¬ 
versity 

Kunz Worh deals primarily with nature and the 
human figure. Some of Kunz clients include Novell, 
Nickelodeon, LEGO, The Walt Disney Company, 
The Church Of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints and 
The United States Mint. 

Justin was born in Idaho and 
raised in the west.

The Address, 

Novembe^ro, 1863 


Four score and seven years ago our fathers brought forth on this continent, 
a new nation, conceived in Liberty, and dedicated to the proposition that all men 
are created equal. 


Now we are engaged in a great civil war, testing whether that nation or any 
nation so conceived and so dedicated, can long endure. We are met on a great 
battle-field of that war. We have come to dedicate a portion of that field, as a 
final resting place for those who here gave their lives that that nation might live. 
It is altogether fitting and proper that we should do this. 

But, in a larger sense, we can not dedicate — we can not consecrate — we 
can not hallow — this ground. The brave men, living and dead, who struggled 
here, have consecrated it, far above our poor power to add or detract. The world 
■will little note, nor long remember what we say here, but it can never forget what 
they did here. It is for us the living, rather, to be dedicated here to the unfinished 
work which they who fought here have thus far so nobly advanced. It is rather 
for us to be here dedicated to the great task remaining before us — that from 
these honored dead we take increased devotion to that cause for which they gave 
the last full measure of devotion — that we here highly resolve that these dead 
shall not have died in vain — that this nation, under God, shall have a new birth 
of freedom — and that government of the people, by the people, for the people, 
shall not perish from the earth.

The 
funny thing is I have never been metal detecting and the Tokens really don't do much for me like the coins do. So I really 
don't know why I am involved in NUTS to tell you the truth, except for the friends of course. My wife Michelle and I have 
three wonderful Daughters all married and eight Grandchildren
